ALFRED GOLLIN AND SAYONARA & UIRA 
YACHTING MEMORABILIA 


Alfred Gollin who was born at Liverpool in England on 
29 M ay 1861 was a London businessman. H e first came to 
Australia in 1899 and was a member of the firm of Gollin 
& Co, merchants and importers, established in Adelaide in 
the 1870s and moved to M elbourne in 1889. The firm also 
opened an office in London in 1902 and had a branch in 
Wellington, New Zealand. The directors of the company 
were five members of the Gollin family. The building site 
at 561-571 Bourke Street, M elbourne Is a listed heritage 
location. On part of this site at 561-563 is the five storey 
building constructed in 1902 in the Edwardian style for 
Gollin and Co as their offices and showroom. 
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In his lifetime Alfred travelled a million miles by sea and 
made at least thirty round trips between England and 
Australia. His first trip to Australia was made in 1899. 
During his time in Victoria, Mr Gollin, a keen sailor, was 
elected Commodore of the Royal Victoria Yacht Club. In 
the season 1901-1902 he had outstanding success with his 
yacht 'Uira' winning theR oyal Y acht Club of Victoria season 
trophy awarded to the most successful competitor. Towards 
the end of 1901 he travelled to England. On his return to 
Australia he said that he had received a hearty welcome as 
an ‘Australian yachtsman' and was elected to that exclusive 
institution, the Royal Thames Yacht Club. 


In about 1902-1903 Alfred Gollin purchased a large yacht 
called ‘Sayonara’. Designed as a fast cruising yaw! with high 
bulwarks and a graceful sheerline, the yacht originally was 
an instant success in the waters of Port Phillip. However 
the rug was pulled from under her original owner in 1898 
when the various clubs made a decision to limit the size of 
yachts entering important races and regattas. This decision 
only affected Sayonara and one other competitor. After M r 
Gollin purchased Sayonara he spent a considerable amount 
of money to make her race ready and then tried to stimulate 
interest in an intercolonial challenge with N ew South Wales 
(NSW) by issuing a challenge to the Royal Sydney Yacht 
Squadron and the Royal Prince Alfred Yacht Club. At first 
there was no interest from NSW but finally the challenge 
was accepted by MR H.Binney of the Royal Sydney Yacht 
Squadron. Mr Binney's Auckland designed and built yacht 
‘Bona’ had the reputation of not been beaten. Alfred Gollin 
donated a trophy worth one hundred guineas for the three 
race series. 


Gollin and his crew sailed Sayonara from her moorings at 
St Kilda to Sydney, taking thirteen days to arrive. The race 
series was held in January 1904 with Sayonara winning 
the first and last race thus securing victory over Buna and 
taking the trophy. Alfred Gollin then offered the cup as 
a perpetual trophy to be called, 'The Sayonara Perpetual 
Challenge Trophy’ for competition between Victoria and 
N SW. Sayonara won the challenge again in 1907 and in 1909 
and is regarded as a legend in yachting circles. 


Conducted along similar lines to the America's Cup, the 
Sayonara Cup became the pinnacle of yacht racing in the 
first half of the 20th century. In 1950 the deed of gift was 
amended to allow a challenge from the Royal Yacht Club of 
Tasmania. T he Sayonara Cup Is still contested today although 
by a different class of boat. 


After winning the Interstate Challenge, Alfred Gollin sold 
Sayonara and later returned to England. In August 1914 he 
joined the M etropolitan Special Constabulary in London. 
In October of the same year he was appointed to command 
Y Division. He resigned the command in 1919. For his 
services he was appointed M BE 1918, OBE 1919 and CBE 
1920. A resident of Knightsbridge, he was a member of The 
Worshipful Company of Gardeners, Freeman of the City of 
London and Fellow of The Royal Institution. 


H e retired from all work in 1934 and it was reported in 31 
December 1934 issue of the Brisbane newspaper, T he Courier 
M ail, that Alfred Gollin was a passenger on the P& O liner, 
M aloja, making his thirtieth round trip to Australia.

William Neilly was born on 05Feb1791 at Carrickfergus, County Antrim, 
Ireland. He joined the army in 1808 and was commissioned an ensign on 
21Apr1809 in the 40th Regiment (known as the Fighting Fortieth). His 
unit left Ireland in M ay 1811 to join the 1st Battalion in Portugal to fight in 
the army under control of the Duke of Wellington. William served in many 
battles throughout the Peninsular War and received the M ilitary General 
Service M edal with nine clasps - Cuidad Rodrigo, Badajoz, Salamanca, 
Vittorio, Pyrenees, N ivelle, Nive, Orthes, Toulouse. On 26Sep1811 he was 
appointed Lieutenant and was assigned a civilian servant. 


The 40th marched to Bordeaux and then sailed for Cork, Ireland on the 
ship ‘Sultan’. On 080 ct1814 the unit set off for N ew Orleans however one 
of the transports was wrecked so the force returned to Ireland setting sail 
again about a month later finally arriving at New Orleans via Barbados. 
T he weather was bad so disembarkation was going to be difficult. During 
this period there had been a disastrous attack on New Orleans in which 
the British commanding officer and his second in charge were killed so 
orders were given for the 40th to return to England, arriving via H avana to 
Portsmouth in M ay1815. The unit was immediately transported to Ostend, 
Belgium and then it marched from Ghent on 16] un1815 reaching Waterloo 
on 18J)un1815. 


Lieutenant William Neilly was in Captain J.Lowry's Company which 
went into action at once at the crossroads by the farm of M ont St Jean. In 
a reference to the lst Battalion at the historic battle the 40th Regimental 
unit history states, 'In this famous battle the battalion nobly maintained its 
high reputation, and stood like a rock against the pitiless iron storm, and 
the fierce assaults of Napoleon's horse and foot, till the time came when 
Lord Wellington, hat in hand, led forward the advances which, once and 
for all, swept the army of Napoleon from the Battlefield.’ Following the 
battle, William was present at the Occupation of Paris and then the unit 
moved to Cambrai where he received his Waterloo M edal. After Waterloo, 
the 40th moved to Athlone, County Westmeath, Ireland. In N ovember1821 
Lieutenant N eilly was appointed Adjutant (dated 06/12/1821 LG page 2422 
and 06/11/1821 Edinburgh Gazette 18-21/12/1821, page 2971). It was here, 
on 04Feb1823, one day before his 32nd birthday, that he married J eanette 
M aria Higgins, from an army family as her brothers, J ohn and M atthew, were 
both officers in the 7th Fusiliers. Thenext year William and his wife embarked 
on 14] un1824 bound for Australia on the convict ship, Princess Charlotte, 
with William in command of a guard furnished by the 40th Regiment. The 
convoy of twelve ships travelled via Rio deJ aneiro arriving on O9N ov1824 
at H obart Town, Van Diemens Land where the convicts were disembarked 
before proceeding to Sydney which they reached on 01Dec1824. 


Lieutenant N eilly and his wife returned to H obart Town on 07Feb1826 in 
the ship, Laine) On 16Apr1828, under Government Order No.21, he was 
appointed Ordnance Storekeeper to have charge of the General Stores of 
the Colony. Then on 21N 0v1828 he was appointed a Captain of Infantry 
without purchase and placed on the unattached list shortly before the 40th 
Regiment transferred to India. The unit was later to return to Australia 
in 1852 remaining until 1860. It had units in South Australia, Western 
Australia and the main body in Victoria where they suppressed the Eureka 
Rebellion of 1854. 


In August 1831 William was appointed to the 63rd Regiment. In 1834 he 
retired and settled the family on his grant of land of 407 acres on the east 
bank of the Tamar River. He was also entitled to purchase 2,560 acres of 
land in the area at two pence per acre as he had spent 26 years in the army. 
H is house on the property was built of bricks made locally by convicts and 
the building was constructed with the help of convict labour. He called the 
house 'R ostella' which was thename of the family housein Ireland where his 
wife] eanette was raised. For therest of his life William raised sheep, managed 
the family property and also served the community as a Commissioner of 
the Peace. He was appointed to this role by Government N otice N 0.214, 
16N 0v1837. He was also deeply involved in the local church, St M atthias 
Anglican Church at Windermere. He was a friend of De M atthias Gaunt 
who built the church in 1842 and as such William was a liberal subscriber 
to the construction of the church building and for many years he served as 
a church warden. 


William and his wife had eight children, six girls and two boys, all born 
in Tasmania, with the last four born at the family home, Rostella. William 
N eilly died at his home 'Rostella’ near Launceston on 05Feb1864, his 73rd 
birthday. H eis buried in a family grave at Windermerechurch yard cemetery, 
Dilston, Tasmania. His coffin was carried by four convict servants; one 
had been with him for twenty years and another for twenty five years. The 
marble headstoneis much weathered however the inscription reads, 'Sacred 
to the memory of William N eilly Esq J.P. formerly Captain of H.M. X.L.th 
and LX 3rd regiments who departed this life at Rostella 5th Feb. 1864A.D. 
aged 74 years. Also his wife J eanette N eilly who died at Brighton Victoria 
7th Sep. 1881 aged 73 years. Also Emma Louise 4th daughter of the above 
who departed this life 8th J une 1854 A.D. in her 20th year. H enry N eilly of 
Rostella born 21st February 1841 died 15th M arch 1870. Blessed are the 
pure in heart for they shall see God. Blessed are they who diein the Lord.'

When Flight Lieutenant Nash was awarded the Air Force Cross he was 
attached to 40 Squadron, RNZAF at Whenuapai however, before the 
investiture could take place, he was transferred back to England. After his 
return to England, Nash felt lost as he now regarded N ew Zealand, the 
birthplace of his two daughters, to be home. Thus when a Royal Tour by 
King George V1 to Australia and New Zealand was announced in 1948, 
arrangements were made for the King to make the presentation of the 
medal during the Royal Tour to now Squadron Leader N ash as he was the 
King's pilot. However, before the tour started the King fell ill and it was 
cancelled. Squadron Leader Nash retired to New Zealand without ever 
being presented with his AFC. Then, in 1975 while attending a reunion 
of the General Reconnaissance Squadron, it was mentioned to Sir Denis 
Blundell, Governor-General of New Zealand, that Mr Nash was long 
overdue for his AFC. Upon hearing this, the Governor General then made 
arrangements to rectify the oversight and on 13 N ovember 1975 hepresented 
Squadron Leader H.A.Nash, M VO, AFC with his medal at an Investiture at 
Government H ouse, Wellington, N ew Zealand.

Although based on silver and hence really a silver note, this note was 
issued in wen (copper cash). Paper money, began to appear under the Song 
dynasty, but only in small amounts and across limited parts of the country. 
It was under Yuan dynasty (or M ongol) rule that paper currency began to 
circulate more widely, especially during thereign of Kublai Khan after 1260, 
who pushed for its acceptance across his empire. This was much admired 
by Marco Polo, who wrote that Kublai had discovered 'the secret of the 
alchemists’ in minting his imperial currency from the bark of mulberry trees. 
But the M ongols lost their magic touch, especially when the need to fund 
their military campaigns led to inflation, after they printed too much cash. 
Later, the M ing Dynasty would try to re-establish paper currency, printing 
notes stamped with a commitment ‘to circulate forever.’ But by 1425, the 
Ming dynasty would give up making paper money and it subsequently 
disappeared for hundreds of years.

H enry Archer was a designer, artist and engraver at India's Currency N ote 
Press (CNP) Nasik (Road) from 1928 to 1952. During this period he prepared 
preliminary sketches, essays, proofs and final designs for many of India's 
(and H yderabad's) banknotes up to independence. 


The collection contains sixty-eight items. Forty-five from T he Reserve Bank 
of India, seventeen from H yderabad and six items relating to the Currency 
N ote Press. The Reserve Bank of India section contains fourteen George 
VI, black and white uniface photographs of proofs, from one rupee to one 
thousand rupees. The H yderabad section contains twelve black and white 
uniface photographs of proofs from one rupee to one hundred rupees. 
The collection also contains several hand drawn preliminary sketches, 
handwritten memos, eight actual size and enlarged photographic portraits 
of George VI and thirteen design vignettes from various notes, of animals, 
dhows and the Ashoka Column. 


The highlights include proposed front and back designs for a George VI 
two rupees eight annas and a one hundred rupees, with facing portrait of 
George VI and two elephants in the central vignette on the back (see ] hun. 
type 10.2, page 169 and type 10.3, page 170). TheH yderabad notes include 
front and back designs for a one rupee with signature of M ehdi Yar Jung 
(}hun.2.1 - previously only reported), the back of the large size five rupees 
type which was never issued (Jhun.7.1R) plus a number of partly finished 
ten and one hundred rupees. 


The earliest item in the collection is a large hand drawn preliminary pencil 
sketch of the front and back of a design for a one? rupee with considerable 
additional information regarding size, number of sheets and number of 
notes. Both one rupee and two rupees eight annas are mentioned. Also a 
preliminary sketch for a one rupee made in 1935 (both signed by Archer 
at a later date). The latest are two different enlarged copies of the stylised 
Ashoka Pillar (Column) used for the R epublic issues. 


T he following fourteen items are all R eserve Bank of India, George V1, black 
and white uniface photographs of printed proofs: 


1-2 Two Rupees, portrait of George V1, facing left, }.B. Taylor signature. 
CNP Specimen logo at left. Front and back as final design for issued note

3-4 Two rupees eight annas, portrait of George VI, facing left, CN P Specimen 
logo at left and J.B. Taylor signature.

These proposed designs were not 
issued (P.-; Jhun.10.30, 10.3R) although a similar back design of the two 
eleohants was used at a later stage on a Republic one hundred rupees (P.41; 
Jhun.7.1). The basic front design was also used with some changes (portrait of 
George V! replaced by Ashoka Pillar), some different titles and signature.

Other items include a large pencil sketch of the proposed layout for the 
George V 1935 rupee? or two rupees eight annas. The sketch shows front 
and back of a rough design S. No. Y /20 000000, surrounded by other small 
geometric designs and information relating to size (3-7/8' x 2-1/8') numbers 
to be printed (Rs.1/-, Rs.2/8), paper (numbers per sheet; numbers of sheets), 
numbers to be printed daily. Signed by Archer lower right at a later date. 
Both designs show two circles (left and right for the King's portrait and the 
watermark) with a crowned GRI cypher in the centre and serial number 
below on one design. 


Another pencil sketch (265mm x 200mm) by Archer shows Two Indian 
Buck. The title to this sketch is 'Back of Rs 5'. At a later date, Archer has 
added the words 'In 1936/7 | made this pencil sketch at the London Zoo. 
When designing the Rs.5 in India! put these Indian Buck on the reverse, 
signed by Archer lower right. There is also a black and white photograph 
of the completed vignette. See (P.23; Jhun.4.2R) for the final design on the 
five rupees. 


Oneof the memos addressed to the engraver(s) Archer and H .W. Barr, dated 
10/9/34 is entitled 'N ote Designs for Reserve Bank’. It stated ‘Although not 
definitely settled that Reserve Bank will have their notes printed here, it is 
highly probable that they will, and that the C.N.P. will remain a Govt. of 
India concern acting in a close liaison with the bank. It is unlikely that the 
bank will employ an outsider to design their notes and we must therefore 
be prepared to produce designs at short notice.....': The memo goes on to 
state that the King's head would appear on the notes and that they should 
provide preliminary designs for 5, 10, 100, 1000 and 10,000 rupees during 
the next six months. 


Asan artist, engraver and designer, Archer was also involved in designing 
notes for Hyderabad, Ceylon, Nepal, Gulf Rupees, (Indian charity notes), 
probably Pakistan, Burma and the first post independence Indian issues. 


HY DERABAD 


Archer was involved in designing the H yderabad notes produced at N asik. 
The collection contains twelve black and white uniface photographs of 
proofs as follows: 


1-2 One rupee, uniface front and back. With signature of M ehdi Yar Jung 
(1939). Type as (P.S271; Jhun.2.1). A note written by Archer at a later date 
states '| made a memo then that the (this) Rel (one rupee) was not issued, 
thus making this note extremely rare’.

Also in the H yderabad collection is a hand written memo asking Archer to 
‘Pl(ease) come over and see me in CNP (Currency N ote Printing) Office re 
H yderabad notes. 11.15am'’, initialled (and dated) ??/6/36. Another memo 
(reduced photograph) states 'Please bring up to my S.P.I. office the proof of 
the Rs.10/- (ten rupees) H yderabad note’. Initialled 4/6/5 (4-6-1935). On 
a black and white photograph of the H yderabad coat of arms, Archer has 
written (later in life) 'Stylised coat of arms by (signed T.I. Archer)’. 


In his old age, Archer wroteon small pieces of paper, additional descriptions 
and information about some of the items in the collection. T hese have been 
kept with the collection. A small photograph of a drawing (self portrait?) 
of a smiling Archer is included in the collection. He has added the words 
'1928-1952/T.|. Archer/Designer'in three lines. Jhunjhunwalla refers to 
him as Henry Archer (page 168) although many of the memos etc appear 
to have the initials 'T.|. Archer’. The collection also contains a set of three 
charity notes (K adi) with the portrait of Gandhi at right. All are signed 'M r 
T.I. Archer’ at lower left. 


There are also black and white photographs of the cover and the next two 
pages of the special 'Inauguration Ceremony’ brochure for the opening of 
the currency press on 14th April 1928. Also photographs of the special ten 
rupees specimen note that was included in the brochure. 


Referring to the starting of the note printing press by Sir N ath M itra, Archer 
states the banknote sheets 'were cut and given to guests - about 200 sheets’. 
On the photograph of the ten rupee he has written ‘existing design from de 
la Rues from London 1928' There is also a photo (damaged) of Sir George 
Willis, the former M aster, India Security Press. 


Some of the uniface banknote proof designs have the word 'top' written in 
pencil on the back. M ost of them show signs on the back of being removed 
from a book or photo album. The front of the two rupees has three letters 
written in blue crayon? and a small hole has been repaired. The front of 
the 100 rupees has a vertical tear on the right margin which has also been 
repaired on the back with tape. The front top left corner of the one rupee 
is missing due to its removal from a book. The back has been repaired with 
tape on the left margin. M ost of the H yderabad photos of proofs also show 
signs on the back of being removed from a book or album.

This example, from an old estate of a World War | digger in Sydney in whose family it has remained for decades, has only come to light now and is on the 
market for the first time. Two similar examples of this extremely rare date were in the Spink Glendinings Sale, November 1974 (lot 861) and theJ ohn J .Pittman 
Collection (part 3) August 1999 (lot 4509, est $20,000 realised a record $143,750), in the same sale an Adelaide ingot realised $149,500 (lot 4921) and a 
Sydney M int five pounds of 1887 realised $103,500 (lot 4936). 


Philip IV inherited a country that held the most overseas territory of any in Europe, but was also the most disorganised of any European power. What Spain 
needed was to stay out of foreign wars and organize its vast holdings in a cohesive manner. W hat Spain did was to spend Philip's entire reign at war with the 
N etherlands, France, Portugal, the Protestant forces in the H oly Roman Empire, and England. T hese wars were justified by Spain's rulers as being God's will 
to establish Catholic orthodoxy but they essentially destroyed the Spanish fortunes that came from the N ew World and decimated the homeland populace. 
Among the many "trophies" of thelong and varied Spanish numismatic series are these massive 50 reales or " cinquentines" (known in their time as " monedas 
excelentes" ), effectively the largest Spanish silver coins ever struck. They were made in very limited quantities throughout the 1600s. The concept appears to 
have been initiated (or at least encouraged) by the needs of rich Sevillan merchants who were presenting massive quantities of silver (presumably from Peru) 
to the mint all at once. To make such huge coins required the state-of-the-art technology of a hydraulic steam-press and special roller dies (cunos de rodillo), 
invented in Germany in the late 1500s and installed in a special mint in Segovia called the R eal Ingenio. Very rare and special in their own time, these 50-reales 
coins are even more highly regarded today and can sell in the six-figure range. There are perhaps no finer emblems in silver from the Spanish M ain than this 
magnificent, huge coin.

Lysimachos made himself master of Ephesosin 295 BC and shortly thereafter 
changed the city's name to Arsinoeia in honor of his wife, the daughter of 
Ptolemy | Soter. After the death of Lysimachos in 280 BC, Arsinoe married 
her half brother Ptolemy Keraunos and finally her full brother Ptolemy II 
Philadelphos. She became the first Ptolemaic ruler to enter the Egyptian 
temples as 'temple-sharing goddess,’ and was revered by the later Ptolemies. 
T his magistrate’s name on this and the Kayhan example have the first letter 
partially obscured. N evertheless, this nameis recorded as a magistrate on the 
forepart of stag-palm tree coinage of Ephesosin the mid-late 4th century BC 
(see Waddington 1527 and Pixodarus pg.

T he following Roman Republican coins area selection from 
the collection of Bruce R. Brace (1931-2007) who was a 
noted Canadian N umismatist. From 1954 he collected 
ancient coins and was a founder of several societies including 
the Classical and M edieval Society, holding the position as 
President from 1990-2007. H eorganised the E.Togo Salmon 
Conference at McM aster University held in 1995. The 
conference papers were published in 1999. H e obtained an 
MA degree from M cM aster University and an MEd from 
Miagra University. He ultimately after a teaching career 
became Supervisor of Studies for the Hamilton Board of 
Studies. After retirement in 1986 he served as the H onorary 
Curator of the Numismatic Collection at McM aster 
University. He was also a frequent contributor to many 
North American numismatic publications. His personal 
collection was strongest in the coins of the Roman Republic 
with many of these being sold by CNG during 2012. The 
coins in this selection all come with his carefully written 
rectangular tickets.

As consul for the year 88 BC, Sulla was awarded the coveted assignment of 
suppressing the revolt of M ithradates V| of Pontus, but political maneuvers 
resulted in this assignment being transferred to his rival M arius. In response, 
Sulla turned his army on Rome, captured it, and reclaimed his command 
against M ithradates. His prosecution of the first M ithradatic War was 
successful, but he spared the Pontic king for personal gain. In 83 BC, Sulla 
returned to Italy as an outlaw, but he was able to win the support of many 
of the leading Romans. Within a year he fought his way to Rome, where 
he was elected dictator. It was during this campaign to Rome that this 
denarius was struck. The obverse type represents Sulla's claim to be acting 
in Rome's best interests. The reverse shows Sulla enjoying the highest honor 
to which a Roman could aspire, the celebration of a triumph at Rome.

The recipient of the above main document was an officer in the Dragoons 
of Enghien of the Corps of Conde. Louis de Bourbon Conde, Duke of 
Enghien was a rallying point for the overthrow of the French government. 
H e indicated his desire to work under the British flag and called the French 
‘his most cruel enemy’. William Wickham had set up spy networks and was 
advising d'Enghien on the developments of his counter revolution schemes 
and thetwo maintained written communications in their efforts to overthrow 
the French Government. It is understandable that the document issued by 
William Wickham should afford the recipient protection because officers in 
the Army of Conde had been threatened with 'nothing better than the rope 
and the sword! if they entered France. 


William Wickham, Spymaster, has had numerous books written about his 
rolein trying to bring down the French revolutionary government and restore 
the Bourbons to rule France. Wickham was born at Cottingsley, Yorkshire, 
England on 11 November 1761 into a well-to-do family. After completing 
his schooling at H arrow and Christ Church he studied for a law degree at 
Geneva, Switzerland, graduating in 1786. In 1788 hemarried a Swiss citizen, 
Eleonora M adeleine Bertrand, whose father was professor of mathematics 
at the University of Geneva. He then entered the British diplomatic service 
and because of his familiarity with Switzerland he was sent there in 1794 
as assistant to the British Ambassador and one year later was promoted to 
that position. 


As the Ambassador to Switzerland his primary role was that of spymaster 
and he established a network in Switzerland and France with the object of 
planning invasions of France by French Royalists or any other foreign powers 
that might be able to restore the French monarchy of Louis XVIII who 
was living in exile. To achieve his goals, the British Government endowed 
Wickham with an enormous amount of money, much of this directed to the 
revolutionary French General Charles Pichegru whom Wickham was trying 
to woo over so that all of his troops could be placed into the ranks of Louis 
Joseph, Prince of Conde who maintained an army on the Rhine. When 
French spies learned of Wickham's spy network France pressured the Swiss 
Government to remove him so Wickham resigned and returned to England 
where he was appointed Under-Secretary of State for the H ome D epartment 
in 1798. H owever, he returned to Switzerland in 1799 and resumed his spy 
network for another three years, this time against Emperor Napoleon |. 
Pressure was once more placed on the Swiss Government so again Wickham 
resigned and this time returned to England for good. 


In 1802 he was appointed to the Privy Council and named Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, a post he held until 1804. He also served terms as a M ember 
of Parliament from 1802 to 1807. He died on 22 October 1840. With 
research.

Winston Spencer Churchill was theLord Rector of the University of Aberdeen 
1914-1918, in 1916 he was Lieutenant Colonel and Commanding O fficer 
of the Royal Scots Fusiliers and in J uly 1917 he was appointed M inister of 
M unitions in the British Cabinet. In response to the invitation to speak at 
the University of Aberdeen, initially Churchill felt that since the war was 
Ongoing it would not be appropriate to present a Rectorial address at this 
time. In the final paragraph of this letter he writes, 'Let me also thank you for 
the copy you havesent meof theM emorial of theM embers of the University 
who have fallen gloriously in the field since the beginning of the war. The 
extraordinary reputation acquired by the Scottish Divisions in an army 
which was already representative of the flower of our race in all parts of the 
world was due in no small degree to the astonishing military and personal 
qualities of the young Scottish gentlemen who hastened from the Universities 
to command and lead their countrymen in the field. Aberdeen University wil 
rightly cherish their memory as its most precious possession. ' 


In his last letter, Churchill seems to have changed his stance and indicates 
the possibility of fulfilling his Rectorial debt to the University and requests 
an outline of the proposed order of proceedings, numbers expected to attend 
and other relevant information. On the back of this letter, F.W.Carter has 
made a series of notes regarding the order of proceedings together with a 
guideline of possible dates for the R ectorial address. With research.

Queen Elizabeth, The Queen M other was born Elizabeth Angela M arguerite 
Bowes-Lyon on 4 August 1900, the youngest daughter of a family of 
ten children. Her mother was Cecilia Cavendish-Bentinck (later Cecilia 
Strathmore) and her father was Claude Bowes-Lyon, Lord Glamis. Elizabeth 
became Lady Elizabeth Bowes-Lyon when her father inherited the Scottish 
Earldom of Strathmore and Kinghorne in 1904. After twice refusing the 
proposal of Prince Albert, Duke of York, the second son of King George V 
and Queen M ary, the strikingly beautiful Elizabeth accepted on the third 
occasion and in 1923 she married Albert in a ceremony at Westminster 
Abbey. On her way into the Abbey she laid her bouquet at the Tomb of the 
Unknown Warrior in tribute to her brother Fergus, an officer in the Black 
Watch Regiment who waskilled in action at the Battle of Loosin 1915. This 
became a tradition that has been continued by royal brides, albeit now the 
bouquet is laid after the wedding ceremony rather than before. 


Elizabeth had two daughters, Elizabeth (later Queen Elizabeth Il) and 
M argaret (later Princess M argaret). In 1936 her husband became King 
George VI when his brother Edward VIII abdicated and she became Q ueen 
Consort. An older sister was Lady Rose Constance Bowes-Lyon (later 
Countess Granville). She married the H onourable William Leveson-G ower 
in 1916 and was godmother to Princess M argaret (younger sister of Queen 
Elizabeth Il) on 3 October 1930.

Rupert Octavius Dent, a former student at Sydney Church of England 
Grammar School (Shore) and a member of the Senior Cadets, was part of a 
family business called Dent & Perry, Auctioneers and Commission Agents, 
which operated from premises at 151 Sussex Street, Sydney and conducted 
daily hay, chaff and producesales at R edfern. In December 1916 he qualified 
at Duntroon for appointment as a 2nd Lieutenant. 


During WWI Lt Dent, now 29 years old, was wounded in action with a gun 
shot wound to theright shoulder while fighting at the Battle of Peronneon the 
Somme. H ewas returned to England for treatment at Wandsworth H ospital 
and recuperation and while there was invited to bea guest at Glamis Castle. 
This was under a convalescent scheme for recovering Australian and other 
Dominion soldiers that was in part conducted by Lady H arrowby and her 
daughter Lady Frances Ryder as well as Celia M acdonald of the Isles. These 
were the people responsible for Rupert Dent's stay at Glamis Castle which 
was converted into a convalescent home that Elizabeth helped to run. Rupert 
was nursed back to health by Elizabeth. H esaid hewastheonly officer there 
at the time and was treated like one of the family. 


A few years after Rupert returned to Australia he married. N ot long after a 
baby daughter was born and not surprisingly, she was named Elizabeth. She 
would later serve in the AAM WS and theAIF in World War II. Rupert also 
served on home duties as a Captain with HQ Eastern Command. In 1927 
Elizabeth and her husband, the Duke and Duchess of York, made a Royal 
Visit to Australia. An article on the front page of The Daily Guardian, April 
8, 1927 headlines, ‘Duchess Didn't Forget An Old Pal - 53rd Bn. Officer W ho 
Was H onoured'. 'It all seemed likea dream’, said M r Rupert Dent yesterday, 
‘when | got a wire asking me to attend Government H ouse with my wife 
as H er Royal Highness the Duchess of York wanted to see me.' He said he 
was a bit nervous at first because of her new status however soon they were 
talking about old times. 'Then she and the wife started talking babies. After 
that | never got a word in. | feel very proud about it all, and it just goes to 
show that true friendship stands the test of time, despite rank.’ 


The following extracts are an indication of the friendship that developed 
between Rupert Dent and the people from the English nobility that he met 
while in England during World War I, particularly Elizabeth who would 
later be the Queen Consort of England, Empress Consort of India and then 
H er M ajesty Queen Elizabeth The Queen M other. 


Undated (c1918) - from Elizabeth Lyon, St James Square - jokingly writes, 
‘there is no need really for meto write this, except that | want to see if | can 
write your lengthy address on the envelope neatly.’ 


1.11.1918 - from Elizabeth Lyon, Glamis Castle- enclosing aration book and 
also sadness and annoyanceat missing his departureand delight reminiscing 
about his visit and a hope that 'your heart will soon be quite recovered’. 


9,12.1918 - from Elizabeth Bowes Lyon, St J ames Square - waiting for her 
brother who isa POW in Germany - hasn't seen him for 2 1/2 years - jovial 
remarks reminiscing about their meeting and discussions on ear sizes and 
other traits to assess a persons character. (Elizabeth's brother M ichael 
was reported missing in action on 28 April 1917 and later reported as a 
POW). 


28.10.19 - from Elizabeth Lyon, Glamis Castle- writes, 'l am now aconfirmed 
Liar, you will be pleased to hear and lose no opportunity to tell an untruth.’ 
She also mentions her excitement of driving the Wolseley now instead of the 
horses and reveals a number of near-accidents. Also states how well she is, 
‘simply full of beans’. She finishes the letter, 'W ith thousands of good wishes 
for X mas, and the best of luck for 1920.'

5.1.1920 - from Elizabeth Lyon, St Paul's Walden Bury, Welwyn - replying 
to Rupert's letter re drought in Australia - she recollects on an evening at 
Glamis with him - states the family has sold one housein London and looking 
for another and she is miserable and that her mother has started a chicken 
farm. Also states that she often goes shooting with her brothers. She further 
writes, 'You say will | go round and round the point if you ever come back 
to Scotland? - from what | can recollect it was you who respised to come to 
the point! Isn't that true? Do you wander round it with everybody you meet? 
Somehow, | shouldn't think you do, but one never can tell!’ 


29.11.1920 - from Elizabeth Lyon, St Paul's Walden Bury, Welwyn - writes 
to express her excitement and happiness and the fact that all her family are 
thrilled to hear of Rupert's engagement and she intends to send a wedding 
present. 'l wish you both every possible happiness M r Dent, and all the most 
perfect things in life - it's all delicious.’ 


23.12.1926 - from Elizabeth and Albert, Glamis Castle- personal X mas card 
with a message which in part reads, 'TheLyon family seems to be flourishing 
at the moment, and my sister R osiesends her best wishes. Y ours very sincerely. 
Elizabeth’ and the card is signed by Elizabeth and Albert. 


29.12.1928 - from 145 Piccadilly (the London house where the future 
Queen Elizabeth || spent her early years) - letter of best wishes for the year, 
belatedly because of her being upset due to the King's illness (this was King 
George V, her father-in-law). Elizabeth expresses her interest in the cricket 
and relays news of her immediate family. She expresses her desire to return 
to Australia, ‘it's a great country and we love it.' 


T here are several other letters from Elizabeth's mother Cecilia Strathmore and 
her sister Rose. Among the things her mother writes about are recollections 
of Rupert's visit, her daughter's visit to Australia and Rupert's daughter, 
Elizabeth. Rose Leveson-G ower in her letters in relation to the visit of Albert 
and Elizabeth to Australia states, 'I shall hear all about you and M rs Dent 
when my sister returns. We have so often talked about you. | would like to 
see your little family and | hope to see the photograph of them when my 
sister Elizabeth gets it. | think you must all have given her a wonderful time 
and made her really welcome! | wish she could have taken her baby with 
her, to show you - Sheis with my mother at the moment - and is the most 
adorable smiling baby you ever saw. The other grandparents (King George 
V and Queen M ary) love her as much as we do - and | hear the King never 
allows any engagement to interfere with his time with her, when he comes 
down from 5.20 to six!’
